PFINCE VON BUELOW
SPEAKS IN DEFENSE

Chanccllor's Explanation Is Kc-
ceived in Cliilly Silcncc.Hc
Thinks Hla Majcst'y Has
Learned Lcsson, and Will

Not Repeat His
Offcnse.

BERLIN. November 10..Emperor
Wllllam never has been so sc-

verely judged by hls Pnrliument
aa ho was to-day durlng the de-
bate In thn Reichstag on the ln-

terpellatlons concerning the conversa-

tlon* published wlth the permlsslon of
tho Emperor ln the London Daily Tele-
irraph on October 2Sth. The critlclsms
of Hla Malesty'a court, hla mlnlsters
and Hla Majesty's treatment of the
Conatltutton, as well an of hla freedom
of speech, went to lengtha that nston-
lsh'-d obaorvers acqualnted wlth the
tradltlonal cautlon of the chamber ln

deallng wlth the personallty of the sov-

crolfjn. And tho Emperor aootned to
have no defendera. Chancellor Von
Buelow madr an address. but he lacked
hls ua'jal splrlt. Prlnc* Von Buclow
.poke solemnly. The House receiveil
his explanation In chllly allence.
The Conservativen, representlng

IntKely the landad nobllltv, were almost
p.s relentless aa the Soclallsta. the Rad-
Icala and the Natlonal Eiterals, and to-
day'a proceedlngs are regarded by tho
most extreme Llberale as the begin-
nlng of a long contest between the
crown and Parllament that may end ln
Germany havlng a mlnlstry responslblo
to Parllament, and not to the crown

alone
Hardly n Tncnnt _rut.

When Herr Basserman, the N'ationai-
Llberal leader. a friend of Chancellor
Von Buelow, and a specialist in foreign
nffalrs, began discussion of the Inel¬
dent thero waa hardly a vacant neat on
the membera' bench, whl'e the gallerles
were brilllant with the unlforms of
offlcers and the costumes of women.
Horr Singer, Socialist, declared thal

lf any other aervant of the state had
done auch a thing aa had Emperor
Wllllam. he would bo brought befor*
an imperial court for trlal.

Prlnce Von Buelow sald: "I do not
wlsh to add fresh prejudlce to the dam-
age already cauaed by the publlciitlon
ln the Daily Telegraph. I asaume that
the detalls given thereln are not all
correct, and I am certaln that the atorj
of a detalled plan of campaign to emi
the Boer War ls not rlght. This pla.i
conalsted merely of some academlv
Ideas concerning the conduct of war ln
general, whlch the Emperor conveyed
to Quoen Vlctorla ln the courae of their
correapondence, and lt was without
practlcal algnlficanco for the operation*
then going on, or for the e.id of the
war.
"We must defend our policy durlng

the Boer War against accusation and
eaulvocatlon. We gave tlmcly warnlng
to the Boers that they would be alona
ngalnst England, and that there was no
doubt regardlng the result.

"The facts with reference to tha
questlon of lnterventlon long have been
publlc property, and whether the com¬
munlcatlon of these to Quecn Vlctorla
constltuted a vlolatlon of dlplomatic
rules depends on clrcumstanccs un¬
known to the puhlic.

K\t>rcH_tliM Too Strong.
"Concerning tho statement attributcd

to Emperor William that a majority of
the German peoplo is hoatllc to Great
Brltaln, the expressloo used by the Tel¬
egraph ls too strong.

"Serious and regrettahle mlsunder-
standlngs havo exlsted between Great
Brltaln and Germany, but tha German
people desire peaceful and frlendly
relatlons wlth that empire, Jolned wlth
mutual respect.

"Too great stress also ls lald upon
the polnt ln the intervlew deallngwlth
our Interests ln tho Puciflc Ocean,
whloh are lncorructly presented as
inlmlcal to Japan. We never thought
obout Eaat Asla except for tho pur-
pose of obtainlng a portion of the
trade artstng from economic develop-
meiit, and we have no idea of unrier-
taking a rnarltlma adventure there.

"For twenty years tha Emperor hns
utrlven to improve the relatlons with
Great Brltaln, often under dlfflcult cfr-
cumstances. The peooles of both coun¬
trles oooaslonally hnve atlacked ca-h
other without real Justlflcatlon, und
tho Emperor considered this a mis-
Tortuno for both and a danger to tho
clvllized world. The Emperor'a idcal-
lstlc thought?, purpof.es and efforts
often, without renson, have caused
doubts to arisfl. We wlsh to avold any¬
thlng like the ourrying of favor nbroud,
or anythlng appearlng to savor of our

In.securltj; or tho running after any
one, but*~l ciultc understand the Em¬
peror feeling aggrleved when attnckci
because of hls zoaious and honest ef-
frots to bring nhotit good relatlons
With Great Brltaln.

Denounceu an l'nlnc.
"Some have gone so far au to imply

secret designs awalnst Great Brltnin
ln connectlon willi the fleet, but those
are entirely false. .»> j

"The recognltlon by His Majesty of
unjustifled misunderstandiiig of hls ut-
tarances. with reference to Grent
Brltaln and thd excitenienl and regret
aroused thereby in Germany, will, t
am convinced, lead tlie Emperor ln fu¬
ture prlvate ooiiversatlona to oxorctse
that reserva wlilch, ln the intorest of
u unlform ?pollcy and tlie nuthorlty nf
the crown, Is indlsp^tinable. lf tlils
proves not to he so, nelther I nor any
one of my succeaaoj-a could tuko tho
vespoiiHlblllty. 'I accepted tho Ulunio
for the publicatlon of the artlcle ln
the Daily Telegraph, and offered my
reslgnation, and it wen tho niowt dllll-
cuit taak In my political Hta to re-
Kolve to remain ln ollii'e, How long
l wlll eontlnuo there 1 do not know,
but I consider it my dutv at tlil-; dlf¬
flcult perlod to contlnue tu aerve the
Emperor aud tho rmtiou,"

tlon after a blll of particulars la flled."

Comes n« Hard Hlo\r.
Morse had been hopeful of galnlng

hls release from the Tombs to-day, and
the denlal of ball came as a hard blow.
His wife and son Harry cncouraged
him ln the bellef that ha would be
free by nlghtfall.
Whlle Morse tried to hlde hls dlaap-

polntment, he felt too cast down to do
so.
There ls one feature of the case that

ls partlcularly dlsagreeable to Morse.
That Is that no matter how long he is
compelled to remaln a prisoner In tht
Tombs. the tlme wlll not count as part
of the flfteen years he must serve ln
the Federal prison at Atlanta, in case
he loses hls flght for a new trlal.

WITH MURDER NOW

Got One Month for Breaking Law
and Three Yeara for Perjury,

Ki'.ling Chief of Police While
Case Was Pcnding.

One Year for
Ramsey.

ACCORDING to the opinlon liled
by the Unlted Statea Clrcult
Court of Appeala yesterday
morning, W. Belt Samuela, of
Danville, convlcted ln tho lower

court for vlolatlon of tho liquor lawa
and for perjury, must serve three yeara
In the Federal prison ln Atlanta, pay
a flne of $1,000, and serve one month
ln Jall, wlth an addltlonal flne of $100.
W. E. Ramsey, of Danville, Impltcated
in simllar crlmea, muat serve hla term
of one year and a day in prison.
Samuels and Ramaey wern convlcted

In the Unlted .Statea Dlatrlct Court be¬
fore Judge McDowell. They appealed,
but In the opinlona yesterday the ver¬
dict of the lower court ie austalned

Murder Charge Comes I.nti-r.
Whlle out on bond Samuela shot and

kllled Chlef of Police William B. Flan-
nigan, of Draper, N. C, ln Danville,
on the evenlng of October 23d. He
muat anawer to the Commonwealth for
the murder, and ln the event of hla
convlctlon, he will be aecountable to
State and Federal jurladlctlon. The
ahootlng of Flannlgan had nothing to
do wlth the diBtlllery caaea, the trag-
edy being the result of a row over a
Dapvillo woman.
The hearlng before .Tudge McDowell

attracted wldeapread Interest. At the
November term, in 1006. Samuela waa
indicted for carrying on the bualness
of a retall liquor dealer without havlng
paid the speclal tax, aa requlred by law,
and at the November term a year later
he waa Indicted for carrying on the
Imainess of a wholesalo liquor dealer
without havlng pald the speclal tax.
He waa alao Indicted for unlawfully
removing and conceallng diatllled splr-
its upon whlch the tax had not bc
pald. The three caaeR were conaoll-
dated, Samuels being acquitted upon the
two charges laat named. He waa,
however, convlcted for conducting i
retall bualness. the jury recommending
clemency. For that offense he was
given thirty days ln Jall and a One of
1100.

Three Ycnrs for Perjury.
The perjury charge agalnst Samuela

was the outcome of the f'rst trlal. when
1| he appeared as a wltnesa In his own

.-j behalf. He was found guilty ln Aprll
J of the preaent year, the sentence being

three years, wlth a llne of J1.0O0. From
' that verdict he appealed, the'rullng of

the lower court, however, being af-
,; flrmed.

Ramaey waa indicted on flvo counts
in an Indlctment and acquitted of all
except one. the flfth, charglng that,
"While actlng aa atorekeeper and gaug-
er at the graln distillery of S. D, Shel¬
ton, near Chatham, Va., he unlawfuliy
made an opportunlty for Shelton. Hurt
Mitchell and others to defraud the
Unlted States of tax on splrits made

,j>|at the Shelton distillery." It waa al-
e| leged that 100 gallona were not placed
k ln the warehouse, but permltted by-I Ramsey to bo carrled from tho distilleryI,! premises to Shelton's retall house. and
o| there poured into barrels.

SENSATIONAL RUMORS
ARE IN CIRCULATION

Friends of Dead Man Loud in
Their Condemnation, and Ten-

nessean Makes Unqualified
Charge of Murder.Slayer

Remanded to Jail
Without Bond.

NASHVILLE, TENN., November 1*
.Tho body of former Senator B,W. Carmack, who was kllled
here yeaterday ln a atreet duelwlth Robln J. Cooper, wta aezil

to Columbia late to-dav. Tmpresslvc
scenes at the Unlon Station marked thi
departure. Members of thn Women'«
Chrlstlan Temperance Unlon. whose
cause Mr. Carmaok had ably cham-
liioned, gathored at the atatlon ln num¬
bers, and as the oasket was borne ln,Joini?d in stnglng "Lead, Kindly Light."and "Stand Up for Jesus." A brlef ad¬
dresa was delivered by the Rev. ira
Landreth. Mra. Carmack and a fewof her closeat frienda wore taken on a-
apeclai car wlth tho body. Tha profu-sion of flowora was but another of the
many testimonlals of grief from hosts
of friends and sympathlzers. All dur¬
ing the morning hours a stream of call-
era viewed the body at the home of
Frank Lander.
The traln bearlng Mr. Carmack'*

body reached Columbia about 1 o'clockthis afternoon, and was met by a large
concourse of friends. The body wasut once taken to the Carmack home.from whence the funeral wlll be held
to-morrow morning at II o'clock.

Senaatlonal Rumtin.
The tragedy was the abaorbing toplein Nashvltte to-day, and many aensa-tional rumors have bean In circulation.rtobin Cooper, who flred the fatalshot, and who wna hlmself wounded,la under arrest at a local hoapital. H«la doing well, but hls physlelan atated

Carmack ln tlie office ntarly all day
yesterday, but avoided, however. let-
tlng hlm know their purpose. Shortly
before 1 o'clock Senator Carmack left
tho offlce and started to his room on
Seventh Avenue, North. It is sald that
some one In the Tennessean offlce
forced hlm to tako a piatol wlth him.

Colonel Cooper waa charged wlth
murder nnd carrying concealod
weapona. He walved examination, and
was remanded to Jail without bond.
Warrants wero aworn out to-day

agalnst ltobln Cooper, who kllled Car¬
mack. charging him with murder and
carrying concealod weapona. It ls not
known when ho wlll appcar for prellm-
inary examination.
